When President Roosevelt made it illegal for private 
citizens to possess monetized gold, and it no longer was 
necessary for the government to hojd down its bonds and 
currency in line with the amount of gold it owned, he 
quickly boosted the national currency many times over, 
and began the long-continued issuance of bonds repre­ 
senting a soaring national debt. 
Following the end of the war, however, the debt 
began shrinking, and meanwhile impoverished foreign 
countries, or those which were eager to build up war ma­ 
chines, had sold Uncle Sam their gold, so that we wound 
up holding a virtual world corner on that commodity. 
Look at the figures of about a year and a half ago. 
The National debt was about $256 billion, Federal reserve 
currency was about $28 billion, and the gold stocks on 
hand were listed at $24 billions. That is only about $9 of 
gold per $100 of currency or debt, a far cry from the $70 
of gold needed for the gold standard.

But demand for paper currency is growing. Most recent 
reports showed $842,000,000 more circulating than a year 
ago. 
The point is that if the demand continues to grow, 
then pressure will generate for the Federal Reserve to 
print and circulate still more paper currency, which it can 
a daughter to Mr. and j do any time it wishes under existing laws. This will fur­ 
ther reduce the ratio of gold to currency. 
As you note, the trend is reversed in all respects, and 
where it was mildly encouraging at the start of the year 
1950, it is completely discouraging today—and steadily 
getting worse.
